AROUSED THE LIBERALS. 


THE SECESSION OF UNIONISTS FROM THE 
NATIONAL CLUB. 


Churchill and the Sackville Incident—Ger- 
many Irritated by Russian Press Com-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatcn. 

LONDON, December 13.—The threatened se- 
cession of the Unionist members of the Na- 
tional Liberal Club has had the effect of stim- 
ulating the party support of that institution. 
Yesterday 103 new members were elected, in- 
cluding the Earl of Compton. Next month the 
number of new members is likely to be 
doubled. Many Liberals, who do not reside in 
London, have asked to be put in nomination 
in order to help keep the club going. The 
opinion of the committee, now appears to be 
that on the whole the club may improve its 
position through the secession. Careful esti- 
mates put the proportion of Unionists to 
Gladstonians at not more than 10 per cent. 

M. P. 8s RECEIVING PUBLIC MONEY. 

The return ordered by the Commons 
last month, showing the number 
of members of that house in receipt 
of public money, bas just been is- 
sued. Sixty-two receive money from the 
army estimates, twelve from the navy, four 
from the Queen’s household, thirty-three as 
members of the Government, including the 
Speaker and the Chairman of the committee, 
and six receive pensions from the consoli- 
dated fund on the civil service votes. Four 
members of the Queen’s household occupy 
merely ornamental posts, and all are the eld- 
est sons of wealthy veers. 

ALIEN INTERESTS IN AMERICA. 

A further report has been presented to Par- 
llament onthe status of aliens and foreign 
companies in the United States. It consists of 
a communication from Consul Sadler of Iowa, 
enclosing a copy of a recent act of the General 
Assembly of Iowa, restricting non-resident 
aliens from bolding real estate. 
THE SACKVILLE INCIDENT. 

Churchill intends to ask the Government

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THE QUESTION BROUGHT UP IN THE

The Preamble and Resolution Introduced by 
Congressman Batterworth—Mr. Riddle- 
berger Entertains the Senate on a Point 
of Order—Representative Martin Pleads 
Guilty—A New Belgian Minister. 


Wasniroror, D. C.. December 13.—Mr. 
Buteerworth of Onio has Introduced for refer- 
‘ence the following joint resolution, suthor- 
izing the President to negotiate with reference 
to the unity and assimilation with the United 
States of the Dominion of Canada or of one or 
more of the provinces thereof: 

Whereas, The citizens of the Dominion of 
Canada are one with us in race, lineage, 
history and tradition; and, 

Whereas, The resources of the two coun- 
tries supplement each other, and the arteries 
of commerce, both natural and artificial, are 
so interlocked and mutually dependent upon 
each other that they ought to constitute a 
single system to be one and inse arable; and, 

ereas, The commercial re! ns between 
the United States and the Dominion of Canada 
have been strained and unnaturally cramped, 
and. in a measure, paralyzed, owing to the in- 
ability of the two Governments to establish 
such a system of international trade and com- 
merce between them as is essential to meet 
the requirements of the situation ; and, 

Whereas, The conditions and relations be- 
fore referred to, as alsothe geography of the 
two countries 3 est the impossibility ofa 
just and permanent settlement of the contro- 
versles pertaining to the fisheries, boundaries 
and transcontinental trade, except by biend- 

of efforts and interests under one govern- 
mental system, and point logically to the 
necessity and probability of a unity and as- 
similation between the two nations under one 
government; and, 

Whereas, The bonds of sympathy resulting 
from kinsh!p, race, language, tradition and 
substantial fGentity of Governmental systems, 
together with a community of interests. based 
upon commerce, and its aids and agencies, 
are of such obaracter that such union 
and assimilation is bein discussed 
and favorably conside b the 
citizens of both nations, and inasmuch as it is 
believed that its early consummation would 
be of great advantage to all the citizens and 
subjects of the two countries, provided the 
same can be attained ina manner consistent 
alike with the honor and dignity of the United 
States and Great Britain and the Dominion of 
Canada; therefore, with a view to aid in con- 
summation of what is herein before sug- 


gested, be it, 

Resolved by the! Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States in Congress 
assembied, Thatthe President be and he is 
hereby authorized and empowered to invite 
negotiations looking to the assimilation and 
unity ot the ple of the Dominion of Oan- 
ada and the 0 nited States under one govern- 
ment, such unity and assimilation to be 
based upon the admission of the sevcral 

rovinces of the Dominion or any of them into 
Phe union of States upon the same terms ard 
equality of the several States now composin 
the Union, and the assumption by the Unite 
States of tne indebtedness of the Dominion of 
Canada or a just proportion thereof, and 
such other equitable terms and condi- 
ditions as justice to the high eontracting par- 
ties may demand: aud 

Resolved further, That with a view to such 
negotiation, the President invite the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners by the Government of 
Great Britrin and the Dominion of Canada to 
consider the wisdomand expediency of set- 
thing and adjasting all controveries and 
differences which now exist between 
the two Governments growing out 
of the fisheries, or otherwise 4 such a union 
and assimilation as is hereinbefore suggested, 
either as to the whole or any province or sev- 
eral provinces of said Dominion, such nexo- 
tiations to be conducted with due regard to 
the amicable relations which obtain between 
Great Britain and the United States and the 
obligations imposed thereby.

Henry O. Grote, indicted for murder in the 
second degree for killing his cousin, Fred C. 
Behrens, at Mrs. Symon’s house, 1208 Mont-

Court opened. Yesterday the State closed their 
oase. They had examined Dr. Blickman, Ser- 
geant Rae, Officer Callahan, Dent G. Robert, 
Bessie Symons and her mother, Mrs. Ellen 
Symons, at whose house the tragedy oc- 
curred. The last named is now 
Grote’s mother-in-law, he having since 
the killing married her daughter, Mary 
Symons, to whom he was engaged at the 
time of the homicide. Her testimony 
was substantially the same as she 


She was 
he only eye witness to the shooting. The 
testimony of Grote’s sister-in-law,, Bessie 85. 
mens, was noteo important, nor was that of 
any of the other witnesses.

Grote says he consulted his friends about his 
cousin’s conduct and they told him 
1 man who would act as 
Behrens did, was a dirty hound. The 
witness spoke to Behrens and asked him to 
desist. e told him what disinterested friends 
bad said of a man who would act 80. 
Behrens intimated that he would con- 
tinue the slanders. They fought, and the 
witness supposed this would stop mat- 
ters. It did not, however. Beh- 
rens became more malicious. He wrote 
letters tothe Symons family slandering the 
witness and visited the house and made 
the same charges in conversation. 
Finally the climax came. The witness’ 
account of the actual shooting and why 
he had the pistolis new. He relates how he 
visited Mrs. Symons’ house on the night when 
the killing took place at her request. He 
claims he fia not expect to find 

BEHRENS 
there, but his cousin was in the house. The 
witness says he had 1 revolver 
with him. Some three months before 
a highway robbery had been committed 
on inth street, between Mullanphy 
and Howard streets, and as he had to pass 
that neigborhood frequently at night he pur- 
chased a revolver to rotect himself. 
While the night 0 the homi- 
cide he did not think he would 
meet Behrens at Mrs. Symons’ house, but he 
took his revolver, as he expected to get Mrs. 
Symons to appoint some friend to go 
with him. e intended going with 
this friend to Bebrens, and taking 
the latter down town to the places where he 
had stated the witness had been and make 
him face the women who keep the houses. 
The witness stated that he took 
the revolver to intimidate Behrens 
into telling the truth. When he met him at 
the house of Mrs. Symons be was surprised. 
Grote related how his cousin made his

The explosion of the weapon appeared to 
bring back bis reason and he remembered his 
acts which took place aiter that. Circuit At- 
torney Clover cross-examined him severely 
on that art of his testimony 
in which he claimed to have no knowledge 
of leveling the weapon and pulling the trig- 
ger. This was the main new feature in Grote’s 
testimony. His wife was put on the 
stand after him, but her testimony was not 
important.

were given for murderin the second degree, 
manslaughter in the fourth degree and acquit- 
tal on the ground of accidental shooting. 
The court instructed that if the jury 
found that the weapon had not been leveled 
by the defendantat Behrens they should ac- 
quit on the ground of accidental killing.

TIMAYENIS IN TROUBLE. 


ARREST OF THE AUTHOR AND PROFESSOR 
ON SERIOUS CHARGES. 


J. B. Dickson, His Partner in the Minerva 
Publishing Co., Accuses Him of Embez- 
zling a Large Amount of Partnership 
Funds—A Sensation in Literary Circles— 
The Professor’s Career. 


NEw YORK, December 13.—Telemaque T. II- 
mayenis, formerly Professor of Greek at Har- 
vard University, and author of The Original 
Mr. Jacobs’’ and ‘‘The American Jew,’’ two 
works which have attracted widespread at- 
tention on account of their unsparlug denun- 
ciation of the Semitic race, was arrested last 
night on a charge of having com- 
mitted extensive embezziement of money 
belonging to the Minerva Publishing Co., 
a concern of which he was the 
managing partner. The Minerva Publishing 
Co., whose offices are at No. 10 West Twenty- 
third street, consists of T. T. Timayenis and 
J. B. Diekson, formerly of the theatrical firm 
of Brooks & Dickson. The house has been do- 
ing an extensive business, the sale ot The 
Original Mr. Jacebs’’ alone having, it is said, 
exceeded 150,000 copies. Timayenis, it 
appears, lived in fine style at Fordham 
and is know to have spent large sums 
in gay living about town, but nothing wrong 
was suspected until « short time ago, when 
the firm was most unexpectedly discovered to 
be unable to meet its obligations to the Rand- 
Avery Co., the Boston publishing house, who 
were the printers for the Minerva Publishing 
Co. Afew days later the Rand-Avery Co. 
made an assignment. As soon L 
tnese happenitigs reached the ears of 
Mr. Dickson, who was in Philadelphia manag- 
ing the Broad Street Theater, of which he ts 
lessee, he hastened to this city and began an 
examination of the books. The examination 
disclosed, it is alleged, extensive falsifications. 
There are probably few men better known 
about town than ayenis. Of tall and com- 
manding figure, with a swarthy complexion, 
full dla be and mustache, restiess 
black eygs, and a nose of oppressive 
curvature, he presented a striking appearance 
decidedly typical of the race upon which he 
levied such uncompromising warfare. His 
Hebraic appearance, in fact, subjected him to 
many jokes. He came to this city some ten 
years ago, after teaching at a college at 
Holyoke, Mass., and at Harvard University, 
and attracted attention by writin g the His. 
tory of Greece from the Times of Homer,’’ 
which was published by the Appietons.

The fail- 
ure, he asserted, was brought about by the 
latter company handling a gigantic business 
on insufficient capital. Mr. Dickson declared 
that Timayenis would be prosecuted to the 
fullextent of the law. The charges against 
Timayenis, he stated, included forgery, em- 
bezziement and criminal conversion of moneys 
belonging to the firm. 

Timayenis will be arraigned in the Tombs 
Police Court to-day, and if Mr. Dickson's 7 
dictions be correct, some interesting develop 
ments are to be looked forward to concerning 
the leader of the anti-Semetic movement in 
thiscountry.

MAIL-WAGON COLLECTIONS. 


New Service Which Has Been Iatro- 
duced and Perfected Here. 


Mr. Philip McCoy, the Assistant Superina- 
tendent of Mail-Carriers, is charmed with the 
working of the wagon system which has been 
retently introduced. We are away ahead of 
every other place in the oountry, he said 
this morning, but our system would 
be more perfect still if it 
was not for two things. The 
first is that we are short two men. By amts- 


take two were taken off that force, and they 
have never been put back. We can get along 
first rate, however, and there would be no 
real trouble if we could impress upon the 
merchants the necessity for depositing their 
mall as soon as it is written. bere are two 
districts in which the wagon system is oper- 
ated. One is from Locust street to Biddle and 
from Thirteenth to the river. The other is 
from ust street to Poplar and from Elevy- 
enth street to the river. After 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon we make 1 collection in 
each of these districts every twenty 
five minutes. The merchants, in many cases, 
never think of mailing a single lettter until all 
their mail is ready. hey keep it in their of- 
fices until about 7 o’clock and a clerk drops it 
inthe box, a great stack of it, on his way 
home. The result is that when the wagons 
come in on the last trip they are loaded 
full and frequentiy there is such a 
8 of mall matter that the clerks cannot get 
t distributed in time for the train and it is — 
layed. If they would send their matter to a 
box, say — 4 hour, there would never be a 
letter delayed. Howeven, as I said, our sys- 
tem is ahead ot every other in the country, 
even with these two obstacles in our way.

The Boss Will Have Another Contest on His 
Hands — J. W. Thompson the Repre.- 
sentative of the Opposition—R. C. Kerens 
Said to Be Spiking Filley’s Guns in His 
Fight for a Federal Appointment. 


HE meeting of the

As is well known to all who take even a pass- 
ing interest in politics, Republicans who are 
identified with what is know as 
the silk-stocking element, certainly 
controlled the financial end of the last canvass, 
were the recognized representatives in Mis- 
souri ot the National Republican Committee, 
and it is safe to assume that they had a 
great deat deal more to say 
about the management of the campaign 
within the limits of their jurisdiction than had 
Mr. Filley. It is said that Mr. Filley, like 
Blaine, claims everything, and ‘‘wants the 
Earth,’’ in the way of Federal patronage. 
This his opponents are said to object to. 

Mr. R. C. Kerens, who stands very close to 
the President-elect by reason of having been 
very ‘‘near’’ to Biaine, is believed to be an- 
tagonistic to Filley and his ambitions, and 
Mr. Kerens will probably be an important 
tactor in the fight. 

One of the newly elected Republican Con- 
gressmen from this State, in a conversation 
with a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
said: ‘‘Mr. Filley’s political future so far 
as it concerns Mr. Harrison will 
be regulated in a great measure by the extent 


of the recognition accorded him in 
THE LEAGUE CLUB 

meeting. The National Convention of 
the League will represent a voting 
strength and influence which the new Presi- 
dent cannotignore, The League bas already 
become a power in national olitics and 
romises to become more s0 in the near 
uture. Mr. Harrison has heard contra- 
dictory Statements about Filley, and 
if Filley can obtain the indorse- 
ment and backing of the Missouri 
clubs, and through them improve his oppor- 
tunities in the National Convention in New 
York, ne will command recognition. 
Filley will be a candidate for delegate to the 
National Oonvention beyond question. Filley 
will not only be a candidate but an 
aggressive one. His strongest opponent 
is J. W. Thompson, Treasurer of the State 
League and Vice-President of the Continental 
Bank. Ot the four delegates allowed Mis 
sour! St. Louis will be given one. Now I 
believe such men as Orrick and Reynolds 
and the other silks will favor 
Thompson while John Henry Pohl- 
man au the wing of the party 
to which he belongs will support Filley. He 
has been elected a delegate from the Twentieth 
Ward Club.“ 

What place does Filley want under the 
new administration?’’ 

Well, I can’t say how true the report may 
be, but he is generally credited with 
A lofty ambition—nothin short of 
Postmaster-General will suit him. I think, 


however, he would compromise on something 


I don’t think 
he can get the local postmastership, and as 
Mr. Kerens is said to be a strong sup- 
porter of his old business partner,

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Some of the Results of the System—Maj. 
Harlow Suggests a Change. 


Maj. J. B. Harlow, Superintendent of Mails 
and one of the civil service examiners, was 
speaking of the results of thé enforcement of 
the civil service law this morning, and he 
said: ‘‘I think it is incorrectly named in the 
first place. It should be called the merit 


service instead of the civil service, that would 
be a better name because the spirit of the re- 
form isto keep inthe service of the Govern- 
ment those whose work merits place and 
prevent the changes that without it occur with 
a change of administrations. It is a great det- 
riment tothe mail service and to every other 
to change men, but particularly in the mail 
service, because there are positions that no 
man can fill competently with less than five 
years’ training. ake a distributor, for ex- 
ample. He must know the names and exact 
location of from 8,000 to 10,000 post-offices 
and know what railroads they are on. 
If he does not he will 41 throw mall 
that should go by the Missouri Pacific to the 
Louisville & Nashville, and of course it will 
come back. After a man has spent five years 
learning that branch of the work, it is bad 
policy to turn bim out and take ina green 
man who will not be H first- 
class distributor for five years more. 
A great many people have asked me if I had 
noticed any change in the personnel of the 
department since the introduction of the civil 
service. I have, and there are some features 
of it that I do not understand. One thing I 
have found is that the American people 
do not apply frequentiy for Govern- 
ment positions. If you will take our roster 
and go over it, you will find that 
nearly all of the names are German or Irish. 
They have been born here, most of them, but 
either their parents or grandparents were 
foreign born. When you do run across an 
American name, if you look it up you will 
generally find that the man ies a negro. There 
are very few white men of American 
names in the service. I think 
probably we have younger men 
now than we used to have, but sometimes 
there are queer appointments that result from 
the system. A man 45 years old, for instance, 
will be appointed toa *s position. Well, 
a man can no more fill a boy’s position than a 
boy can fill a man’s, and he is useless 
until a way can be found to work him into a 
piace where he can havea suitable occupa- 
tion. The reform, however, is a good one for 
it accomplished ite aim, which is to keep 
competent men in office, and it isa cause of 
satisfaction among the employes.’’ 


It Was a Glorious Victory. 


Our ideas as to the results of the election 
may differ, but we agree that when we were 
able to secure large and well protected vaults 
in this city for the storage of valuables of all 
kinds we made a great step in advance, and 
these are furnished by the Missouri Safe De- 
posit Co., Sixth and Locust streets.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


Judge Cooley on Wilful Violations of the 
Law. 


CurcaGo, II., December 13.—Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners Cooley and Morrison 
left for the East last evening. In an interview 
printed ina local paper Judge Cooley says 
that the willful violations of the lawand the 
illegal and illegitimate means resorted to by 
railroad officials to secure advantages over 
each other, reveuled by the investigation 
made by himself and Commissioner Morrison, 
were much worse than any member of the 
Commission had supposed. The reason the 


matter had not been taken up before was 
that the Commissioners did not get any 
more knowledge of their doings than 
was furnishe them by aggrieved 
parties. The railroads seemed to be governed 
by the rule that prevails among ail law 
breakers—not to tell tales on each other. The 
large and prominent shippers and merchants 
were benefited by the violation of the law and 
consequently had no reason to complain, and 
were not likely to bring violations of the law 
to the attention of the commission. Conse- 
quently only cases of minor importance were 
brought before the commission, and even in 
those cases it was tne greatest difficulty to 
secure reliable evidence. 

The trouble was, he said, that the commis- 
sion was located too far away from the base 
of operations of the railroads. It should be 
located where violations of the law could be 
promptly brought to its notice. and where 
promptand thorough investigations can be 
made. The investigation into the methods of 
the railroads in transacting passenger busi- 
ness and other practices resorted to in order 
to evade the law had given him and Commis- 
sioner Morrison a better insight into the ille- 
gal practices resorted to — the railroads than 
they had been ableto obtain since they as- 
sumed their office. The revelations 
of crookedness were simply astounding, 
and evidence had come into the possession of 
the commissioners that would warrant crim- 
inal prosecutions against several railroad 
officials. And the worst feature was that 
every efficial they examined admitted the 
facts, but said he did it because others were 
doing it. Some of them even went so far as 
to justify their legal action onthe ground 
that the law was oppressive and unjust. One 
manager who was reproved for paying a 
commission of 88 ona tlcket worth 3E. ho, . 
sisted that there was nothing in the lav to 
prevent him from paying as large a com- 
mission as he pleased, and afterwards 
senta written document tothe commission 
making an argument in justification of 
such action. Ifthe railroads thought that the 
commission would rest with the admonition 
given them at Tuesday’s mass-meeting of 
general managers, Judge Cooley said, they 
were greatly mistaken. That was done sim- 
ply as a warning to give them-an opportunity 
to rectify evils complained of without farther 
delay and to bring them to a realization of the 
fact that the law must be enforced. The Com- 
mission, he said, ‘‘willact promptly here- 
after in every case of violation of the law that 
comes to its notice, and guilty parties will be 

unished to the ‘full extent of the law. The 

Jommission cannot afford to have thelaw 
nay aero by permitting its willfal viola- 

on.’

THE DIRECT TAX BILL. . 

The bill returning to the States that 
paid it the direct tax collected during the 
war has passed the House by a vote of 178 
to 96. It appropriates nearly $20,000,000 
for division among thirty-eight States, 
four Territories and the District of Colum- 
bia in sums ranging from Washington 
Territory’s little grab of $4,268 up to New 
York’s big haul of $2,603,918, Missouri’s 
share will be $761,127, and would makea 
big reduction of the State debt if it could 
be applied that way. 

But the few survivors of those who paid 
that $761,127 in Missouri can postpone for 
a while their rejoicing over the restoration 
of their quotas, and the State need not 
worry about the disposition of her share 
until she gets it. Big as the bribe is, the 


bill lacks a good deal of a two-thirds | 


majority in the House, and will pass the 
Senate by only a small majority. If Mr. 
CLEVELAND vetoes it, its future enactment 
Im depend on the approval of the Re- 
publican President and Congress. 

Nobody questions the right of Congress 
to make restitution to tax-payers of taxes 
wrongfully collected. But nobody pre- 
tends that this $20,000,000 was wrongfully 
collected, or that this isa bill restoring 
the money to those who paid it over 
twenty-five years ago. It is a bill appro- 
priating for unequal distribution among 
the States the money of the present gen- 
eration of tax-payers. If Mr. CLEVELAND 
can find no oconstitutional warrant, ex- 
pressed or implied, for that sort of thing 
he will assuredly refuse to sign it. 

The Government has more money than 
it wants and the plea that this surplus 
will be otherwise squandered if not given 
to the States to lighten their local taxes 
satisfies a great many people. It is par- 
ticularly satisfactory to Congressmen 
who have refused and still refuse to cut 
down tariff taxes.on raw materials and 
the necessaries of life.

THE CARNIVAL OF CRIME 


NOW IN PROGRESS IN THE RANKS OF THE 
HENDRICKS ASSOCIA TION. 


An Investigation Discovers the Missing Po- 
Mtica!l Directory, but the Burglary of the 
Rooms, the Mutilation of the Keeords and 
the Dicappearance of the Furniture Still 
Wrapped in Mystery—Local Politics. 


ARLY this morning a 
clew was obtained in 
the investigation ofthe 
Hendricks Association 
chapter of crimes, 
which enables the 
Post-DISPATCH oper- 
atives to partially 
clear up the mystery 
of the burglary of the 
association rooms.The 
valuable political di- 
rectory reported stolen 
by Recording Secre- 
tary John J. Lane was 
located in a room on 
South Fourteenth 
street, near Olark 
avenue—like the stolen white elephant—with- 
in gun-shot distance of police headquarters 
and Chief Huebler’s force of Hawkshaws. The 
occupant of the room is Mr. Joseph 
N. Judge, the euave Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Council, who, when 
overhauled a few minutes later was found 
armed with a card of explanation addressed 
to the Editor of the Post-DIsPATCH. 

He hastened to explain his surprise on un- 
folding his Post-DisPaTcH last evening to 
learn of the burglary of the rooms 
and to nd described among the 
booty the very political directory 
then athis elbow. The remarkable volume 
was indeed a white elephant, with which he 
even feared to venture into the charitable 
darkness, dgeading detection. 

When questioned this morning he said: 
„The book im) my room is the book 
described. It was handed to me by 
Secretary Isaac Conran of the Democratic 
City Committee. He obtained it from Secre- 
tary John J. Lane. . 

„But Secretary Lane is the man who re- 
ported the yolumn stolen?’’ 

Mr. Judge explained away this apparent 
complication without a word.

It is chosen with great care and 
drilled by one of the best professional leaders 
about Boston, and as the club is limited to 
thirty members, and as it has two thousand 
young men tochoose from, it has every 
reason for success. It has always been fa- 
mous for its yodelers, a kind of singing pecu- 
liarto the Alpine mountaineers, an 
fascinating when well done.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


TRANSACTIONS OF THE THIRD DAY’S . 
SION OF THE CONVENTION. 


Admitting the Amalgamated Carpen- 
ters’ and Joiner Society—Mr. Shaw De- 
fines His Positian—A Resolution Against 
the Amalgamated Adopted. 


HE Ameriean Fedora- 

tion of Labor began the 

third day of its conven- 

tion at the Central Tur- 

ner Hall this morning. 

The question first raised 

was the special order— 

the matter of the ad- 

mission of the Amal 

gamated Society of Car- 

penters and Joiners to 

the Federation. Presi- 

2 dent Gompers read the 
correspondence in the matter, which showed 
that he had labored with the Amalgamated 
Society until an «pplication had been re- 
ceived. Prior to its receipt, on May 28, 1888 
in Philadeiphia, the Executive Council of the 
Federtion decided that When such an appll-. 
cation was made the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, which is a member 
of the federation, would be consulted. It was 
consulted and a protest received from its 
Secretary, J. McGuire, against the admission 
of the Amalgamated Society. President 
Gompers did not refuse to grant the charter, 
but brought the matter before the convention. 
When the special order was called 
up Thomas Shaw, Secretary of the 
Amalgamated Society, was given the 
privilege of the floor. A motion was made to 
sustain the objections of the United Brother- 
hood and then Mr. Shaw made a statement. 
He said the Amalgamated Society was organ- 
nized in England in 1868. Its head office is 
now at Manchester, England. In 1868 the 
American District was formed. We have an 
agreement with the Brotherhood, he said, 
under which we recognize each other’s cards. 


We are as nearly united as we well can be, 
We help each other when there are strikes. 

P. McGuire pointed his pencil at the 
speaker and demanded ‘‘Did you not receive 
a communication from me notifying you that 
the Convention of the United Brotherhood at 
Detroit abrogated that treaty?’’ 

. No, sir,“ said Shaw. 

„It ie strange that I have an acknowledg- 
ment from you of such a communication, 
said McGuire, as he sat down. 

Delegate Shieldmof the United Brotherhood 
said his organization could not consent to the 
recognition of the Amalgamated Society. It 
was composed of floaters, he sald, who come 
to this country in the busy season and take 
the cream of the business. 

Other speakers followed, and presently the 
tollowing resolution was offered by a repre- 
sentative of the International Cigarmakers’ 
Union to dispose of a probable inference from 
some portions of the speeches that the re- 
jection of the Amalgamated was because it 
was not strictly American: 

Whereas, It has been proved to demonstra- 
tion that it is detrimental to the interests of 
labor to have more than one organization in 
any trade, be it 9 

esolved, That this objection raised by the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
against the admission of the Amalgamated 
Society of Carpenters be sustained. 
SPIRITED DISCUSSION. 

The introduction of this resolution stirred 
up the convention considerably and strong 
speeches were made by several of the dele- 
A* in support ot it. The N 

nion, the — and joiners, the mold 
ers and several other branches ot trade were 
spoken for by the various delegates represent - 
ing them. The gist of all the argu- 
ments was that it would be - manifestly 
an injustice to the American workingman for 
the reason that after the Imported workers 
have earned a neat pot of the money which 
properly belongs tothe American, they re- 
turn to Eagland and spend the money which 
the protection to American labor secured by 
the labor organizations has enabled them ,to 
earn. Then again there would be the danger 
always attendant two separate 
organizations in same body. 
A delegate from Boston, said that he did mot 
care to — a debate upoa a subject on 
which the opinion was unanimeus. 80 far as 
American institutions were concerned every 
delegate in the convention was a protest 
against American associat.ons. It was not on 
this ground, therefore, that he desired to vote 
against the roesoluti en, but ae all 
experience had shown that whenever 
there were two o izations in the trade, the 
inevitable conflict proved disastrous to all 
parties concerned. 

Secretary P. J. McGuire repeated the senti- 
ment of the other speakers ln aaying that it 
was no feeling against the Amalgamated asa 
body that prompted his opposition to ite 
admission. It was rather the oertainty of 
conflict between the two organizations that 
argued against it. All the carpenters’ unions 
in the country have in some way or another 
become identified with the United Brother- 
hood, and now there is only one organization 
outside the Brotherhood, and that is the 
Amalgamated. 

THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

Mr. Shaw rose to say a few 
words about the uestion of 
nationalism, which had been dwelt on 80 ex-

Fresh Outrages by Masked Men inthe Vicinity 


TOLEDO, O., December 13.—Fresh outrages 
on the part of masked men in the vicinity of 
Toledo show that the White Caps“ are or- 
ganized and working to a purpose. When 
the first reports were sent out little credence 
was placed in them, they being generally 
charged to the account of irresponsible re- 
porters, but this opinion has given away be- 


fore the repeated raids of the Ohio White Cap- 
pers. The latest comes from Wood County. 
A man named Martin, living a few miles from 
Bowling Green, received notice early in the 
week t if he did not §° to work and sup- 
past his family he wo meet 7 — 7 at 
he hand of the Wood County Vigilance Com- 
mittee. ‘‘Martin paid no attention to the 
notices, and Tuesday evening as he st 
for home in an intoxicated condition he was 
seized by a band of masked men and taken 
into the woods.

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PULLED OUT BY TUGS 


THE STEAMERS GALENA AND YANTIC 
SAIL FOR PORT-AU-PEINCE. 


The Third Attempt to Get the Galena 
Out of the Mud Proves successful 
Scenes and Incidents at the Departure 
ef the Warships—More Haytien Troubles 
—Oonsul Bassett Suspended. 


Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCR. 
2 — York, December 18.—The United States 


steamers Galena and Yantic are well on their 
way to Port-au-Prince, Hayti. At 10 o'clock 
yesterdey morning Admiral Luce went on 
board the Galena, anda few minutes after- 
ward active preparations were made to get 
ber under way. The powerful tug Catalpa 
came along side, and after everything had 
been cleared away she started her engines 
with a confident snort and straightening the 
haweer, tugged away atit until it looked as 
though it would break. The mud bad a tight 
grip on the Galena’s stern, and she could 
not be moved. The tug Nina 
then came to the assistance of the 
Catalpa, but the mud was stronger than both 
of them and it was finally decided to wait for 
the tide to rise. Ati2o’clock an attempt was 
made to get her awayfromthe pier, This time 
the jib wae run up, and as it caught the strong 
wind thet was blowing the bow of the vessel 
swung away from the wharf, and the crowd 
that had been standing around in the cold fur 
two hours thought they were going to have 
their patience rewarded. 

The officers were all in conspicuous places 
to receive the parting salutes of their friends 
and of the officers and marines on board the 
Boston and Richmond. The engines were 
started; the propeller kicked up a great 
lot of black, muddy water and that was all; 
the vessel did notstir. The officers looked 
confused and quickly disappeared from sight. 
While the crew was waiting to see what was 
going to be donea red flag was run up anda 
young woman standing on the pier exclaimed: 
„Why, what's the matter? Have they got 
small-pox on board?“ 

COLD AND DISGUSTED. 

Someone kindly explained to her that the 
red flag was a call to dinner. Then she wanted 
to Know if they were going down to 
their warm cabins to eat dinner and 
leave her shivering out there in the cold after 
she had stood there so long just to see them 
off. Every one was cold and disgusted and in 


afew minutes the crowd bad melted away, 

the only life in sight being the solitary marine 

clothed in a great coat pacing up and down on 

the forward part of the ship. As early as 10 
o’clock a crowd had gathered on the Brooklyn 
Bridge to see the vessels pass under. It was 
bitter cold up there and though the crowd 
Was persistentand many of them stayed un- 
til their fingers were numb an their 
noses biue they all left before the vessels 
finally passed. At 2:15 another attempt was 
made, the tide having risen in the meantime. 
The jib was again hoisted, the engines were 
started and with the help ofa tug along side 
the vessel was pulled out of the mud and 
swung clear of the dock at 2:50 o’clock. The 
marines on the Boston and Richmond were 
drawn up in line and presented arms as the 
ship passed. The officers were gathered 
on the bridges and after-decks and waved 
a farewell, On board the Richmond 
a band was stationed that played an appro- 
priate alras the boat went by. Meanwhile, 
the Yantic was lying at the Ordnance pier. 
She moved a short distance away from the 
dock at about ll o’clock and then waited for 
the fag ship. She did not seem to attract as 
much attention as the Galena did, but there 
were a few friends of the officers and men 
near her to wave them a farewell. When the 
Galena did final! got started down the river 
the Yantic Ollowed close after her 
and both vessels received ai salute 
trom every steam daat in sight. 
— Morse, one of the owners of the steamer 

aytien Repubiic, was on board of the Galena 
as a passenger, and said to a reporter just be- 
fore the vessel started that he expected to 
have some trouble in regaining possession of 
his vessel. He thought it would be unsafe for 
him te zo ashore at Hayti. He said he could 
get plenty of coal at Port-au-Prince and that a 
crew would de sent from this city on the Atlas 
Line steamer which salis in a few days. Ad- 
miral Luce said before sailing that the Rich- 
mond would probably follow them to Port-au- 
Prince, as soon as her repairs were oompleted.

THE CHESAPEAKE BAY WAR. 


Capt. Howard's Decisive Action Terrifies the 
Desperate Pirates, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiaraTcu.  - 

BALTIMORE, Md., December 15.—All was 
quiet on the Chesapeake yesterday. The de- 
cisive action taken by Capt. Howard of the 
police steamer MeLane in the fight of Monday 
night has terrified the pirates, and there vill 
not likely be another battle for some time. 
The dredgers are still talking fight, but the 
sinking of two of their boats and the damage 
done to others by the pavy’s cannon has 
brought them toa halt. Several of the crew 
of the pungy Mahoney, all of whom were re- 
ported drowned or killed, have turned yp, 
and it is now believed that few men were 

wounded. 
pirates were 

but their injuries were not serions. 

McLane arrived yesterday morning at Annap- 
Olis a crowd collected on the wharf to see the 
damage done and cheer Capt. Howard and his 
crew. Several naval officers were among the 
visitors, and they said that it was nonsense to 
send men without giving them better protec- 
tion from the fire ofthe dredgers. After look- 
ing atthe hole in the pllot-house, they re- 
marked that it was a wonder that both Capt. 
Howard and his mate, Frazier, were pot 
killed. 

Tus cannon is in the bow of the steamer and 
has no protection whatever. It would be an 
eusy matter to pick off the men who load and 
fire it. Immediate steps, it is said, will be 
taken to afford the men proper protection. 
Two plates of iron, five-sixteenths of an inch 
in thickness, were viaced onthe sides of the 
bows yesterday to protect the canonneers, but 
Capt. Howard demonstrated that they were 
not sufficient in putting up a similar piece and 
sending a bullet through it with bis rifle. The 
cannon was fired only four times in the en- 
gagement of Monday night and the piece was 
mounted so high that it only shot into the 
rigging of the  dredgers. Carpenters 
are engaged in mount: its properly. 
Grape and canister were fired, Capt, Howard, 
Mate Frazier, Perry Fields and Joe Johnson 
were those of the crew who did most of the 
fighting. Oapt. Howard and Mate Frazier are 
loud in praise of the conduct of the crew, and 
say no braver men can de found anywhere. 
Both dredgers were sunk by ramming. The 
McLane has forty-siz bullet boles in her. One 
shot went into the lower engine-room, The 
upper 1 shows three or four bullet 
holes. e pilot-bouse was fairly riddled 
witb bullets. It is evident that the dredgers 
were shooting to kill those in the pilot-house. 
Mate Frazier will recover from bis wound, A 
score or more of the pirates are under arrest 
and several boats abandoned by the pirates 
in their flight are ashore in the Chester River.

The 
flames had communicated to her clothing 
which in an instant was all ablaze. Her bus 
band and several of the children were dress- 
ing at the time of the accident and the report 
of the explosion caused those who had not 
yet awakened to spring up out of 
bed with a start. The first 
one of the family to reach the mother was 
Sarah, a 16-year-old girl, who endeavored to 
extinguish the fames with her hands. Rosen- 
blatt was also at his wife’s side in an lustant, 
and be did his best to put out the blaze. He 
and his daughter dragged the clothes off the 
bed and threw them around the suffering 
woman, but her clothing had been 60 satu- 
rated with the fluid that before the fre had 
been completely extinguished her apparel 


bad been almost reduced to ashes and her

There was badly a portion of her body 
which had not been burned. Her face pre- 
sented a pitiable appearance, and the flesh on 
ber shoulders, breast, abdomen and limbs 
looked like raw meat. She was a terrible 
sight, and ber sufferings must have been most 
excrutiating. 

Some of the children ran out into the street 
terror stricken and gave the alarm, The room

TROUBLES IN WHICH STARS OF THE STAGE 
‘ HAVE FIGURED IN ST. LOUIS. 


America Against Germany The Famous 
Kellogg-Lacca Rivalry — Gerster as & 

„ Malingerer—Her Jealousy of Patti—Marie 
Rose and Kellogg — Minnie Hauk’s 
Temper—The Langtry-Gebhardt Episode. 


VERYONE well knows 
the saying that two of 
a trade never agree, 
and the frequent con- 
tests between lawyers, 
doctors, ministers and 
those following other 
callings has proved 
that it contains at 
least a grain of truth. 
— But the fullest exem- 
plification ot its truth 
is to be found by ob- 
serving the manners 
and customs of those 
whose profession is 
the stage, and espe- 
cially among those 
who delight the ear by 
sweet sounds, the 
queens of the opera 
furnishing a finer field for the study of the 
different phases of professional jealousy than 
any other, although the exponents of tragedy, 
comedy and melodrama are not far behind 
them. 

The city of st. Louls has always been a sort 
of Golgotha for operatic and theatrical com- 
panies, and has attained a most unenviable 
notoriety as the scene of disagreeable en- 
counters. Col. Mapleson, in his memoirs, 
mentions a few instances, but the half has not 
been told by the great impresario. An account 
of afew of the theatrical and operatic wars 
of which St. Louis has been the field may 
prove of interest. 

A WAR OF RACES. 
The operatic war which the simultaneous 


appearance of Lucca and Clara Louise Kellogg 
gave rise to was by far the flercest ever 
waged in this city, and the rivalry between 
the admirers of each of the stars of the lyric 
stage for a week divided the city into two 
hostile camps. In the season of 1872 both 


Opera-house under the same management. 
Before their arrival Mr. Jarrett, 
who was Lucca 8 manager, called 
upon Mr. J.B. McCullagh, at that time chiefed- 
itorlal writer of the old Democrat, and request- 
ed him to secure a notice forthe — 4 prima 
donna in which she should be favorably con- 
trasted with her American rival. This Mr. 
McCullagh refused to do, stating that he saw 
no reason re 9 both singers sbould not start 
upon an equal footing. Jarrett, however, was 
determined to prevent this if possibie, and to 
obtain an indorsement for Lucca which 
should throw Kellogg distinctly into the shade. 
He accordingly conferred with a number of 
Germans and made arrangements with this 
endin view. Both Lucca and Kellogg ap- 
peared in the first opera sung and at the end 
of the second act an enormous bouquet was 
sent to the stage for the German prima donna, 
while the American singer received no such 
mark ofapproval. This was too much for Mr. 
McCullagh’s sense of fair play and he de- 
termined that the talents of the ‘‘ Yankee 
Girl. as she was called, should be accorded 
their proper meed of pra ise. Inquiry developed 
the fact that the floral tribute sent Lucca had 
cost $25, McCullagh circulated a subscription 
paper headed by himself, and in a very short 
time raised thrice the amount contributed by 
the Germans for their countrywoman. On the 
succeeding — a magnificent floral offering 
was borne to the stage, and presented to Miss 
Kellogg on behalf of her St. Louis admirers. 
The bouquet was the most elaborate 
and tastefully arranged of any ever seen 
in the city an completely over- 
shadowed the Teutonic tribute. By this 
time party spirit had been fairly aroused and 
a regular national war broke out. The Ger- 
mans held a meeting and decided to present 
their countryworan witb a laurel wreath, and 


a presentation speech was drawn up, refe g 
to her as first and foremost of all artistes. 
A COUNTERSTROKE. 
Mr. McCullagh learning of this, again 


headed a subscription list and a large sum of 
money was collected, which was devoted 


to the purchase of a magnificent 
medal to be resented to the 
American singer. he best workman 


were secured, and within a single day a beau- 
tiful gold medal, studded with diamonds, 
bearing on one side an 1 laudatory 
of Mise Kellogg, and on the otherthe arms of 
the’ State of Missouri was completed and 
laced on exhibition. When Jarrett learned 
ow he had been forestalled and how com- 
pletely the contemplated laurel wreath had 
been overshadowed, he again called upon Mr. 
McCallagh,this time with a touching appeal for 
mercy, which failed to soften the stony heart 
of the latter gentleman, who informed 
Lucca’s manager that if the Germans chose to 
present their favorite with a $1,000,000 dia- 
mond necklace that he should make no ob- 
ections, but that come what might the Yan- 
ee girl must and should have fair play as 
long as she remained in St. ulis. Jarrett 
departed much cast down, the crowning with 
the laurel wreath was abandoned, and 
Miss Kellogg received the medal amidst 
thunders of applause. From this int 
the contest between the rival factions 
took the form of applause, each trying to 
shout and clap down the other, and here, too, 
the American prima donna won a complete 
and unquestionable victory. It had been 
agreed that no hissing should be attempted, 
byt on the last night of the opera season it 
was learned that the Germans, furious over 
their defeat, had determined to wn the 
voice of Lucca’s successful rival w a storm 
of® bisses.

: HAVE FIGURED IN ST. LOUIS. 


America Against Germany—The Famous 
Kellogg-Lacca Rivalry — Gerster as & 

0 Malingerer—Her Jealousy of Patti—Marie

VERYONE well knows 

the saying that two of 

a trade never agree, 

and the frequent con- 

tests between lawyers, 

doctors, ministers and 

those following other 

callings has proved 

that it contains at 

least a grain of truth. 

— But the fullest exem- 

plification of its truth 

is to be found by ob- 

serving the manners 

and customs of those 

whose profession is 

the stage, and espe- 

cially among those 

who delight the ear by 

sweet sounds, the 

queens of the opera 

furnishing a finer field for the study of the 

different phases of professional jealousy than 

any other, although the exponents of tragedy, 

comedy and melodrama are not far behind 
them. 

The city of St. Louis has always been a sort 
of Golgotha for operatic and theatrical com- 
panies, and has attained a most unenviable 
notoriety as the scene of disagreeable en- 
counters. Col. Mapleson, in his memoirs, 
mentions a few instances, but the half has not 
been told by the great impresario. An account 
of a few of the theatrical and operatic wars 
of which St. Louis has been the field may 
prove of interest. 

A WAR OF RACES. 
The operatic war which the simultaneous 


appearance of Lucca and Clara Louise Kellogg 
gave rise to was by far the flercest ever 
waged in this city, and the rivairy between 
the admirers of each of the stars of the lyric 
stage for aweek divided the city into two 
hostile camps. In the season of 1872 both 
Lucca and Kellogg appeared at De Bar's 
Opera-house under the same management. 
Before their arrival Mr. arrett, 
who was Luccas manager, called 
upon Mr. J.B. McCullagh, at that time chiefed- 
itorial writer of the old Democrat, and request- 
ed him to secure a notice forthe — prima 
donna in which she should be favorably con- 
trasted with her American rival. This Mr. 
McCullagh refused to do, stating that he saw 
no reason —9 both singers should not start 
upon an equal footing. Jarrett, however, was 
determined to prevent this if possibie, and to 
obtain an indorsement for Lucca which 
should throw Kellogg distinctly into the shade. 
He accordingly conferred with a number of 
Germans and made arrangements with this 
endin view. Both Lucca and Kellogg ap- 
peared in the first opera sung and at the end 
ofthe second act an enormous bouquet was 
sent to the stage for the German prima donna, 
while the American singer received no such 
mark ofapproval. This was too much for Mr. 
wy ny a sense of fair play and he de- 
termined that the talents of the ‘‘Yankee 
Girl. as she was called, should be accorded 
their proper meed of praise. Inguirv developed 
the fact that the floral tribute sent Lucca had 
cost $25, McCullagh circulated a subscription 
paper headed by himself, and in a very short 
time raised thrice the amount contributed by 
the Germans for their countrywoman. On the 
succeeding 1 a magnificent floral offering 
was borne to the stage, and presented to Miss 
Kellogg on behalf of her St. Louis admirers. 
The bouquet was the most elaborate 
and tastefully arranged of any ever seen 
in the city an com pletely over- 
shadowed the Teutonic tribute. By this 
time party spirit had been fairly aroused and 
a regular national war broke out. The Ger- 
mans beld a meeting and decided to present 
their countryworan witb a laurel wreath, and 
a presentation speech was drawn up, referring 
to her as first and foremost of all artistes. 
A COUNTERSTROKE. ö 
Mr. McCullagh learning of this, again 
headed a subscription list and a large sum of 
was collected,- which was devoted

Jarrett 
departed much cast down, the crowning with 
the laurel wreath was abandoned, 
Miss Kellogg received the medal 
thunders of applause. From this 
the contest between the rival factions 
took the form of applause, each trying to 
shout and clap down the other, and here, too, 
the American prima donna won a complete 
and unquestionable victory. It had been 
agreed that no hissing should be attempted, 
byt on the last night of the opera season it 
was learned that the Germans, furious over 
their defeat, had determined to drown the 
voice of Lucca’s successful rival with a storm 
of® hisses. The secret

AN ENGLISH CANARD. 


The Report that the Pope Refused to Bless 
Irish Medals. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCRH. 

NEW Von, December 13.—It was announced 
by cable Tuesday that the Pope had refused to 
bless certain medals intended for distribution 
in Ireland. These dispatches added that 
when the medals were presented to His Holi- 


ness he said, with emphasis: ‘‘ I cannot bless 
them. The people of Ireland are disobedient. 
They seem to prefer the gospel of Dillon and 
O'Brien tothe gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Representative Catholics of this city received 
the telegram with unqualified distrust. Itwas 
generally accepted as an English canard, de- 
signed to alienate Irish Catholics from their 
loyalty to the church, and a part of the pro- 
grumme of the present English Government to 
breed discord in that directicn, so.that the 
Papal authorities might be the more readily 
persuaded that the Irish masses were un- 
worthy of sympathy and support. Rev. 
Father McGeehan, pastor of St. Pe- 
ters, in Barclay street, voiced the 
clerical sentiment in refusing to 
discuss the dispatch because of its unauthen- 
ticated character. He placed no confidence 
whatever in it. We are constantly receiving 
news dispatches from Rome alleging that His 
Holiness has done or said this, that or the 
other thing, but they are usually without au- 
thority and untrue. The Pope is not a cow- 
ard, and when be has occasion to character- 
ize men or nations he does not hesitate to do 
so in a formal manner over his own hand and 
seal. 

Mr. John D. Crimmins, one of the promi 
nent Catholic laymen of the city and a trustee 
of the Cathedral, said the dispatch was prob- 
ably wholly untrue. It might be that some 
medals were presented to the Pope for his 
biessing, which he refused to impart for some 
good reason. Beyond that possibility he did 
not believe there was a wordof truth in the 
dispatch. It was incredibie that the Pope 
should take such an occasion and use such a 
method to pronounce an opinion of so great 
importance, even if he entertained it, of 
which he has never before given the slightest 
indications. 

Archbishop Corrigan, with several promi- 
neat ree and representative laymen of the 
Archdiocese, was entertained at dinner last 
night in East Sixty-elghth street. During the 
evening the telegram was — a! discussed 
and its unreliability unanimously held. ‘The 


| Archbishop is said to have expressed the con- 


viction that it was absolutely untrue and such 
was the general belief.

A Pittsburg Anarchist Attempts to Kill His 
Wife and Suicides. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., December 13,—Henry 

Landseidel, a steel-worker of Allegheny City, 

committed suicide this morning, after at- 


tempting to kill his wife. The couple bave 
not been — happily together, and this 
morning quarreied at breakfast. Mrs. Land- 
seidel left the table and went tothe cellar for 
wood. She was followed by her husband who 
fired two shots at her, one of them slightly 
wounding her in the right side. 
He then placed the revolver to 
his head and blew his brains out. 
Landeseidel was . identified with 
the Anarchists of this section, and had been 
married seven times, all of his wives still 
being alive. The present Mrs. Landeseidel 
was a niece of the late Archabbott Wimmer of 
St. Vincent’s — oS There is an air of mys- 
tery surrounding this morning’s shooting and 
the police are not satisfied with the woman’s 
story. She says that one ot the shots took 
effect in her right side, but there is no hole in 
her dress where the bulietis alleged to have 
passed through. There is a slight abrasion 
ofthe skin, however, aud the tod bullets 
were found lodged in the cellar wall,

A FAMOUS HIGHWAYMAN 


THE NOTORIOUS CAP GRAHAM AND HIS 
STAGE-ROBBING EXPLOITS. 


Black Bart’s Predecessor—The First Lone 
Stage Robber—How Stages Were Hela Up 
—A Thief Cheated—A Bold Move Ending 
in Disaster — Graham’s Most Famous 
Feat. 


HE history of the 
famous stage frob- 
ber, Black Bart, of 
which the papers 
have lately been 
full,“ said Charies 
N. Townsend of Par- 
ley’s Park, Utah, 
who is at the Plant 
ers’, ‘‘recalls to my 
mind a notorious

miles off. Forthis short trip no escort was 
deemed necessary. Graham accordingly lay 
in wait, and as the ambulane drove 
up levelea his gun and ordered the 
driver to fstop. As it chanced, there 
was a lady and un officer beside the paymaster 
in the ambulance. The officer was thrown to 
the floor by the sudden stoppage, and Graham 
did not see him. While he was directing those 
in the ambulance to get out, the fallen man 
suddenly rose to his feet, pistol in hand, and 
sent a bullet crashing through Graham's 
chest. He fell to the ground, but in falling 
managed to discharge his shotgun, one of the 
buckshot wounding the lady in the cheek. 
He was arrested and taken to the hospital, 
where he lay for weeks at the point of death, 
only recovering to stand hig trialand serve a 
term in the Penitentiary. 
4 DARING ROBBERY. 

This was the last of his authenticated at- 
tempts at robbery, but one of the boldest and 
most successful feats in this line ever per- 
formed is generally ascribed tohim. In the 

ear 1878 or 1879 « party of officers of the Fifth 

nfantry, with an escort of ten men, were 
moving toward Ft. Baford, Dak. The weather 
was fearfully cold, and both officers and men 
were wrapped closely in blankets aud buffalo 
robes, The ambulance containing the officers 
was some distance ahead ofthe escort, when

8 dees Colorado. Between 
the years of 1869 and 1873 no one started upon 
a stage journey without considering the pos- 
sivdility of meeting the formidable Graham, 
Cap Grabam, as he was called. Idon’t know 
what his first name was, as he was universally 
known as Cap, referring tothe rank he once 
held ip the Confederate army where he com- 
manded a company of Indians and half - breeds 
recruited in the Indian Territory and who 
served sometimes in connection ‘with Price’s 
army, but often as an independent force. 

THE FIRST LONE HIGHWAYMAN. 

‘‘After the close ofthe war Graham went 
West and began mining in Utah. At this he 
was uosuccessful, and he soon took to the 
highway. Occasionally he would raise a band, 
but generally operated alone, as he believed 
that in this way he could more easily insure 
his safety and also a larger amount of booty. 
Unlike most stage robbers, his fleld of opera- 
tions was very extensive, he moving from one 


— 


part of the country to another, many 
hundred miles distant, after he had 
robbed, a stage. He was the flrst 


lane highwayman who did business in Utah 
or Colorado, and soon became famous for his 
daring. Early in 1870 he robbed astuge with 
in three miles of Salt Lake City, and three 
weeks aitterward robbed another near 
Fort Laramie, nearly one thou- 
sand miies distant. His mode of opera- 
tion was simple. He would station himself at 
a turn of the road, if possible, at the f..ot of a 


hill, and just as the driver was 
pulling his horses together would spring 
into the road and order a halt. 


Hie was always armed with a heavy shotgun, 
sawed off in the barrel, which would hoid 
nearly a pint of buskshot, and no driver was 
ever bold enough to refuse to throw out the 
treasure-box on order. Ali men in the West 
are wise enough to fear a single Man much 
more than half a dozen. A band feels sale in 
ite numbers, but a single man is very likely to 
fire on the least suspicious movement. For 
three years Graham curried on his depreda- 
tions unmolested, as he wus very careful not 
to interfere with passengers, contenting bim 
self with the express box.

They were 
well armed, Dut were so Wrapped up tn furs 
as to render them temporarily helpless, and 
every one of them could have been shot 
down betore they could have begun to disen- 
cumber themselves of their envelopes. There 
was nothing to do but submit, so they sat 
quiet, while one of the robbers relieved them 
oftheir arms, monev and watches. When 
the escort ame up they were served in the 
Same way, their arms taken from them, and 
the robbers rode off, having acoomplished the 
unprecedented feat of robbing fourteen armed 
soldiers with a force of four. This exploit 
was generally ascribed to Cap Graham. 
What has become of him 1 do not know, bat 
he certulnly has disappeared from his old 
fieids.’’
